Construction season will be a 
headache again this summer for 
Edmonton motorists, as a four- 
block section of Kingsway 
Avenue will shut down for six 
months. 

But the benefits will eventu¬ 
ally outweigh the inconvenienc¬ 
es because it means significant 
construction on the north LRT 
line, the city announced yester¬ 
day. 

“This represents the next 
major shift toward transforming 
Edmonton’s transportation sys¬ 
tem,” said project manager Brad 
Smid. “(But) we would be kidding 
ourselves if we didn’t acknowl¬ 
edge that there will be impacts 
and inconveniences.” 

Kingsway Avenue will be shut 
down between 102 and 106 
streets from May 2 to Oct. 15. 


“Moving the traffic lanes of 
Kingsway several metres south 
will create space for the future 
Kings way/Royal Alex LRT Sta¬ 
tion,” said Smid. “By focusing all 
the required roadwork on 
Kingsway to a single construc¬ 
tion season, we hope to avoid any 
traffic impacts during the 2012 
and 2013 construction seasons.” 

Smid suggested motorists use 
111 Avenue and 101 Street as 
alternate routes. 

The 3.3-kilometre line will run 
underground north from 
Churchill Station, surfacing to 
stop at Grant MacEwan Univer¬ 
sity, then at Royal Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital and finally NAIT. 

Utility relocations have 
already begun, as have demoli¬ 
tions of buildings and homes 
along the route. Tunnelling is

“To me the most impor¬ 
tant thing is diverting from 
the landfill,” said Crerar, a 
volunteer since the down¬ 
town centre’s inception. 


Art supplies, records, 
soup labels, magazines, 
paint swatches and snap¬ 
shots are among wares 
“regulars” come hunting to 
buy. The price is right — at 
$5 for all you can cart off. 

Rena Chiovelli, commu¬ 
nity involvement co-ordina¬ 
tor with the city’s waste 
management branch, said 
the one-of-a-kind venue 
goes far in watching Ed¬ 
monton’s waste line. 

“The things we do accept 
are what many people 


would think are garbage,” 
said Chiovelli, who spoke 
to reporters yesterday pro¬ 
moting the city’s unpaid 
help for National Volunteer 
Week. “We had a store 
from the West Edmonton 
Mall take all of our six-pack 
holders.” 

Other fare to think twice 
about trashing is bread bag 
ties, milk jug caps and pull- 
tabs from cans, which 
artists and treasure hunters 
seek out, said Chiovelli.

A program that trains guide 
dogs to assist children with 
autism and adults with vi¬ 
sion impairments or mobil¬ 
ity issues may be on its last 
legs. 

Dogs With Wings, which 
relies heavily on donation 
dollars, has about three 
months’ worth of funds left 
in its coffers, according to 
its executive director. 

“Fundraising has been 
difficult as we don’t get 
money from any level of 
government,” said John 
Wheelwright yesterday.

He equates the shortfall 
for the foundation’s annual 
$500,000 operating costs — 
which includes intensive 
training of guide dogs over 
a two-year period — in part 
to not getting grants the or¬ 
ganization was eligible for.

bate from 7 to 9 p.m., 
while CBC had 1.14 
million viewers and 
Global had 597,000. CTV 
says its average ratings 
for that time block in re¬ 
cent weeks have been 1.2 
million total viewers. 

The TV consortium is 
made up of Canada’s 
largest TV networks: 
CBC/Radio-Canada, CTV, 
Global and TVA. 

An analysis of Twitter 
traffic during the English 
debate found there were 
more than 35,000 tweets 
Tuesday about the debate, 
making it by far the most 
tweets about a single issue 
on any day of this 
campaign.

Not an isolated incident 


A 10-year-old boy escaped 
through the window of a 
minivan and swam to shore 
to get help after his mother 
drove the van into New 
York’s Hudson River, killing 
herself and three other chil¬ 
dren, police said yesterday. 

Lashanda Armstrong, 25, 
drove the minivan into the 
river off a boat ramp in the 
city of Newburgh about 8 
p.m. Tuesday, shortly after a 
domestic incident, police 
said. The van went into the 
river just six blocks fi:om 
where the family lived in 
the faded city about 100 
kilometres north of New 
York City. 

Fire Chief Michael Vatter 
said a passerby saw 
Lashaun Armstrong emerge

firom the river, picked up 
the soaking wet boy and 
took him to a nearby fire 
department. Vatter said the 
boy was so distraught that 
he had difficulty talking 
but ultimately told fire¬ 
fighters what happened. 
Rescuers went immediately 
to the river but it was too 
late to save the four vic¬ 
tims. 

In the van with Lashanda 
Armstrong were Landon 
Pierre, 5, Lance Pierre, 2, 
and 11-month-old Lainaina 
Pierre, police said. Her hus¬ 
band and the father of the 


three dead children, Jean 
Pierre, was questioned. Po¬ 
lice would not give details 
of the interview or say if 
the father had been 
charged with an 3 fthing. 

Shortly before she drove 
the van into the river, a rel¬ 
ative called police to report 
a domestic incident at Arm¬ 
strong’s apartment. 

Lashanda Armstrong’s 
aunt, Angela Gilliam, who 
called police, told reporters 
she spoke to her niece earli¬ 
er Tuesday and she was 
“not too good.”

A similar incident oc¬ 
curred in 2006, about 30 
kilometres south of New¬ 
burgh. 

In 2007, Victor Han, of 
Queens, N.Y, was sen¬ 
tenced to three years of 
probation after pleading 
guilty to child endanger- 
ment. 


Han admitted he knew 
he was putting his daugh¬ 
ters at risk when he 
stepped out of the family 
minivan on Bear Moun¬ 
tain in June 2006, leaving 
them with their mother, 
35-year-old Hejin Han. 

She then drove the 
Honda Odyssey off a 300- 


foot drop. The mother 
was killed but the chil¬ 
dren somehow survived 
the plunge. 

It’s also reminiscent of 
the case of a South Car¬ 
olina woman who 
drowned her young sons 
in 1994.

Procter & Gamble and 
Unilever were fined a 
total of $456 million US 
yesterday for fixing 
prices of powdered laun¬ 
dry detergent in eight EU 
countries. Germany’s 
Henkel AG, another 
member of the cartel, 
escaped a fine because it 
blew the whistle on the 
others. 

U.S.-based Procter & 
Gamble Co., British- 
Dutch company Unilever 


NV and Henkel AG are 
the leading producers of 
detergent in Europe. The 
cartel was started when 
the companies were in 
joint talks on how to cut 
down on packaging, the 
EU’s Competition Com¬ 
missioner said. They 
agreed not to reduce 
prices even though the 
packages were smaller. 
The cartel lasted from 
January 2002 until March 
2005. 

The detergent case is 
the third cartel case the 
commission decided to 
settle this year. A settle¬ 
ment leads to lower fines 
but cuts down on investi¬ 
gation costs.

TORONTO. Alcohol helps 
the subconscious leam, a 
new study reveals. But 
what the back of your 
brain is learning is that 
alcohol addiction can 
make you feel good. 

Neurobiologist 
Hitoshi Morikawa’s find¬ 
ings contradict the idea 
that drinking wrecks 
your memoiy. It does, he 
said, for things like “your 
colleague’s name or 
where you parked your 
car this morning.” 

But his work, 
published in The Journal 
of Neuroscience, also 
found “alcohol may actu¬ 
ally increase our capacity 
to leam” at the subcon¬ 
scious level, helping to 
explain why alcoholics 
keep drinking when 
everything seems to tell 
them it’s bad for them. 

Scientists have long 
known that alcohol 
releases dopamine, the 
pleasure transmitter, in 
the brain. What is impor¬ 
tant in his new research, 
says Morikawa, is the 
finding that alcoholics 
aren’t addicted to the 
pleasure or release drink¬ 
ing gives them. They’re 
addicted to the subcon¬ 
scious memories of mu¬ 
sic, intense experience 
and sociability that alco¬ 
hol has etched on a part 
of their brain.

• Renee Graziano’s dad is 
Anthony Graziano, who is 
a high-ranking member of 
the mob, Feds say, and is 
currently serving time for 
racketeering. Her ex-hus¬ 
band has also had a scrape 
with the law on a gambling 
charge. 

• Drita D’avanzo is the wife 
of Lee D’avanzo, the al¬ 
leged leader of a Bonanno 
and Colombo crime family 
team who has been incar¬ 
cerated for bank robbery 
— twice — spanning most 
of their married life. 

• Carla Facciolo’s father 
went to prison when she 
was a girl. Now her hus¬ 
band, a former broker, is 
behind bars for stock fraud. 
She tells her twin girls that 
daddy’s away working. 


• Most notable of all, Karen 
Gravano is the daughter of 
Sammy “The Bull” Gra¬ 
vano, the notorious mob 
turncoat who co-operated 
with the government to 
help take down John Gotti 
and the Gambino crime 
family.

To paraphrase ’70s soft rockers Pablo Cruise, “Whoa oh 
ohh ... When my baby’s budget permits. We go to Rio. 

De Janeiro.” In The Producers, the crooked wannabe em¬ 
bezzlers plan to fly to Rio once they have bilked Broad¬ 
way out of a million bucks. The city served as the 
background to Mickey Rourke’s erotic adventures in 
Wild Orchid and James Bond was famously attacked by 
the metal mandibled Jaws on a cable car at the top of 
Sugarloaf Mountain in Moonraker. 

Although shot completely on location at Paramount 
Studios on Melrose Avenue in Los Angeles, Road to Rio, 
the fifth of the Bob Hope-Bing Crosby “road” pictures, 
makes good use of stock footage and set decoration to 
create a suitably exotic setting. 

This time out the guys are vaudevillian stow aways on 
a Brazilian-bound ocean liner who rescue heiress 
Dorothy Lamour firom an unwanted arranged marriage. 

The movie is notable for the music (it contains the 
last on-screen singing performance by The Andrews Sis¬ 
ters) and Der Bingle’s English lessons to the Portuguese 
street performers. To help them pass as American he 
teaches them the hipster phrase, “You’re in the groove, 
Jackson.” 

A grittier look at the Brazilian city is offered in City of 
God (original title: Cidade de Deus), named after one of 
the city’s most dangerous neighbourhoods. Following 
the stories of two boys — one who becomes a photogra¬ 
pher, another who adopts a life of crime — it was shot 
on location in the violent favela or slum. 

Finally a sunnier look at Rio life comes in Blame It On 
Rio, a 1984 Michael Caine film Roger Ebert described as 
having “the mind of a 1940s bongo comedy and the 
heart of a porno film.”

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The fine art of pruning 


O Clematis is one of the earliest vines to green up in the spring O But 
there’s confusion about whether this woody plant should be pruned 


There’s a lot to like about 
clematis, one of the earli¬ 
est vines to green up in the 
spring. It’s easy to grow, 
blooms in profu- 
-p- ^ sion and is 

hardy, with 
some varieties 
lasting more 
’ than 50 years. 
Yet there re- 
' mains a great deal 
^ confusion about 
2 when — or even if — 
g these plants should be 
pruned. 

“If you have vines that 
grow 20 feet a year, they 
likely will be blooming in 
your neighbour’s yard and 
not your own,” said Linda 
Beutler, curator of the 
Rogerson Clematis Collec¬ 
tion at West L5mn, Ore., 



and author of Gardening 
with Clematis. “The reason 
for pruning is to keep 
them under control.” 

The tops get bulky and 
the bottoms appear bare if 
you don’t prune clematis 
plants every two or three 
years, Beutler said. 

There are more than 
250 clematis species and 
even more hybrids. 

People new to gardening 
often are intimidated by 
pruning, but the clematis 
groupings are pretty 
straightforward, said Sandy 
Feather, a commercial hor¬ 
ticulture specialist with 
Penn State Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension in Pittsburgh. 

“If you know which cul- 
tivar you have, (then) a lot 
of charts on the Internet 


can help show you when 
you should be pruning,” 
Feather said. 

With clematis, you ig¬ 
nore pruning at your peril, 
said Dennis Patton, a horti¬ 
culture agent with Kansas 
State University Research 
and Extension at Olathe. 
“Left untended, they will 
grow into a tangled mass 
of vines mixed with new 
growth. They will be un¬ 
ruly looking. Difficult to 
manage,” he said. 

Pruning the tops of the 
plants brings blooms back 
down to eye level, Patton 
said. “If in doubt, don’t 
prune before flowering.” 

There are many ways to 
kill clematis, but pruning 
isn’t one of them, Beutler 

said. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Then call the in¬ 
surance company. 

Take pictures or video of 


the damage, if you can. 

When a tree hits a 
house, garage, deck or 
fence, the damage is prob¬ 
ably covered under a 
homeowners’ policy, less 
the deductible. 

“This is where, when 
something goes wrong, 1 
want my insurance to work 
for me,” said Maiy Ann 


Cook, who designs course 
materials for the Institutes. 

The insurer can help 
you And contractors who 
will quickly cover the roof 
to prevent further water 
damage or board up any 
broken windows. “Remedi¬ 
ation services can get out 
there pronto,” Cook said.
